Gov. W. S. Taylor, in response 
to a unanimous call, spoke as 
follows: "Fellow citizens, I am 
deeply moved by this demonstra- 
tion on your part. We have all 
suffered and toiled together in 
the cause of human liberty., and 
to that sacred cause for y >>u, for 
hildren and for our God, I 
■ eternal allegiance. liberty 
ot and shall not die from 
the fair lai«fl of Kentucky as long 
hood lives within it* 
bouuds. The ballot box, the 
corner stone of every true Re- 
publican institution, shall not be 
destroyed, and the liberties of 
the people shall yet survive. 
Tyrants may triumph for a while; 
wrongs may be perpetrated 
time, but they <can not always 
triumph . Somewhere and in 
some way godly manhood will 
assert itaelf and triumph over 
wrong, and the banner of the 
free will be unfurled again in 
this fair land of ours. The frauds 
that have taken your liberties 
from you and overturned the 
liberties of our people are a stench 
in the nostrils of decency, and as 
long as time shall last it %vill be 
known of all men that a great 
vrong against a suffering people 
has been perpetrated. It is the 
black spots that will not rub out, 
lerever it is read, wherever 
the truth is known, it will always 
id that the will of the people 
of Kentucky was trampled in the 
^ust. I know it shall not always 
be so, and why? Because I tell 



you now the ballot must be free 
or this republic will die. This 
Union, this compact of States 
can not exist many years with a 
part of them free and a part of 
them slaves. The constitution of 
Kentucky in the bill of right?, in 
the very Ark of the Covenant, 
guarantees to every Kentuckii 
[that all elections 'shall be free 
and einial. That provision of the 
constitution has been trampled 
under foot. It has been disre- 
garded, but the men that tram- 
pled that part of the constitution 
under their feet will live to curse 
the day that they committed the 
crime. When the States of this 
Union entered into the coven; 
that made them a part of this 
great nation they bad a guaranty 
put into that covenant that every 
State should have a republican 
form of government, and I want 
to say now and here that the na- 
tion that will not keep its pledge 
and give to every State a republi' 
can form of government .is not 
worty of life. 

"In all the history of the world 
men have longed for liberty. They 
have climbed mountains snow- 
capped to find liberty, they have 
plowed the deepest and billowy 
ocean to find a haven where lib- 
erty was. They have gone on the 
dusty road and marched and 
tramped, and in the field of bat- 
tle and in the roar of cannon they 
have given their lives for liberty.

is far more contemptible, corrupt 
and mean and develish than any 
murderer or assassin that takes 
human life. They say that the 
Republican party has conspired 
to murder Senator Goebel. I say 
that is a lie. The Republican 
party of Kentucky would scorn 
to steal an office they have not 
been elected to, and, let me tell 
you, an assassin who takes life is 
mean and degraded beyond de- 
scription, and the assassin of hu- 
man character is even meaner, 
but there is another sort of a man 
that is meaner than both, and 
that is the man who tramples 
upon the will of the people of his 
State in order to steal an office 
he could not be elected to.

Confidence in the Supreme Court.

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CONFFDERATE RE-UNION. 

Arrangement* Are Being Made on Grand 
Scale at Louisville. 

Twenty-Five Thousand Veterans and as 
Many Visitors are Expected. 

At the Confederate Re-union 
Hall, Louisville, Ky., one of the 
most interesting sights about the 
place, will be the big 32-pounder 
now lying at Fort Pillow, where 
it was used as a siege piece dur- 
ing the war. The Cincinnati «fe 
Memphis Packet Company has 
volunteered to bring up the big 
gun free of charge, and the only 
expense then will be that of 
mounting it on a pedestal. The 
old gun may figure in the grand 
parade, and will be the biggest 
piece of ordnance that the ordi- 
nary peaceable citizens of Louis- 
villian has ever seen, as it is 
about three and a half feet in 
thickness through the breach. 
She has never smelt smoke in her 
nostrils since the war, and will 
most likely have the honor of 
firing away in harmless salutes of 
welcome to her old friends. 

The ground on which the Con- 
federate Re-union Hall at Louis- 
ville stands is high and fronts on 
the Ohio river, where it is one 
mile wide. The space is 200x400 
feet, and is about twelve feet 
above the level of the street at 
both entrances. It has already 
been leveled and work on the ter- 
racing begun. Sod is being placed 
also, and when the hall is finished I 
the outlying ground will be beat*., 
tified with flower plots and shrub- 
bery. 

At a recent meeting of the Con- 
federate Re-union Committee 
great gratification was expressed 
at the cordial co-operation given 
Union soldiers of the city 
State in caring for the great 
gathering in Louisville, May 30, 
"81, June 1, 2, 3. One important 
committee is headed by a leading 
Union soldier, and on various 
other committees there are about 
fifty more. 

One of the delightful features 
of the Confederate Re-union, in 
Louisville May 80, June 1, will 
be the grand reception and ball 
to be given in honor of the veter- 
ans and sponsors in the Re-union 
Building now being erected. Thev 
floor will be arranged to accom- 
modate 4,000 dancers, while the 
galleries will seat 6,000 specta- 
tors. The ball, which will prob- 
ably occur June 1, will be one of 
the most brilliant affairs, assem- 
bling as it will, the handsomest 
women in the South. Twenty 
bands and orchestras will play 
while the guests trip the light 
fantastic.

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LOCOMOTIVE BLASTS. 



Twenty-two of the largest locomo- 
tives ever brought into Chicago are 
being put into servioe by the Rock 
Island road. These new locomo- 
tives are to be used in the fast pas- 
senger and freight service between 
Chicago, Kansas City and Omaha, 
and are constructed for both speed 
and power. It is estimated that 
they will be able to easily pull a 
train of from 12 to H heavy Pull- 
man sleepers, at an average speed of 
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and low pressure cylinders of 26 by 
28 inches. From the pilot to the 
rear draw-bar it measures 64 feet. 
The tender carries 6,600 gallons of 
water and 10 tons of coal. It be- 
comes necessary to use these large 
locomotives on account of the 
heavy trains being hauled. The lo- 
comotives are of late pattern and 
are equipped with all the modern 
safety appliances, including electric 
headlights which will plainly reveal 
an object a mile ahead Jof the train.

Yet with all the precau- 
tions taken an occasional accident 
occurs, as was the case one day last 
week when four men were at work 
In a room In the Arnold Mine and 
one of them, Denny Davis, was 
struck down by falling slate, and 
friends fear he is fatally injured- 
Several ribs were broken, besides a 
fracture of the spine.

There were over 200 in the lot, and It 
is said that hundreds more can be 
secured if wanted.

JUSTICE HARLAN'S DISSENTING OPINION. 

Justice Harlan, in his dissent from the majority opinion in the 
United States Supreme Court, deciding that the court bud no ju- 
risdiction in the Kentucky gubernatorial case (|iiot*'il various 
authorities and said: "Notwithstanding these adjudications, 
the decision today is that this court has no jurisdiction to inquire 
whether the citizen has been deprived with out due process of 
law of an office held by him under the constitution and laws of 
his State. 

"If the contest between the one holding the office and the per- 
son seeking to hold it is determinable by the Legislature in a pre- 
scribed mode, this court, it appears, cannot inquire whetlter that 
mode was pursued and cannot interfere for the protection of the 
incumbent even if the final action of the Lepslature was confess- 
edly capricious and arbitrary, inconsistent with the recognized 
principles that belong to due process of law and not based in any 
degree on the evidence taken in the contest. 

"If the Kentucky Legislature had wholly discard**! tlM mode 
prescribed by the statutes of that State, and without approbating 
a board of contest composed of its own members, had by joint res- 
olution simply declared Goebel to be Governor, and especially it 
such action had been held by the highest court of the State to be 
conclusive, this court, as we are informed by the decision just ren- 
dered, would be without jurisdiction to protect the incumbent, for 
the reason as is now adjudged, that the office in dispute is not 
property within the meaning of the fourteenth amendment. 

"So that .while we may inquire whether the citizen's, land or Ills 
mules have been taken from him by the legislative, executive 
or judicial authorities of his State withour due process of 
law, ousted «ue lawfully elected, and holding the office of Gov- 
ernor for a fixed term, with a salary Which cauuot be diminished 
during such term, and put into his place one whom the people 
have said should not exercise the authority appertaining to that 
high position. 

"When the fourteenth amendment forbade any Slate from de- 
priving any person of life, liberty or property without due process 
of law, I had supposed that the purpose was to guard citizeus 
against being deprived of any legal right in violation of t lie funds- 
mental guarantees that inhere in due process of law."

^ -Wist-re any one can find 
lutbority for lielleving that the world 
Jjtall be all righteous before the end of 
the age and the coming of our Lord I do 
not know, ne said on another occasion 
that as it was in the days of Noah and 
the days of Lot so shall it be when He 
shall come (Luke xvii, 2fb. The parable 
spenkB of the wicked being gathered out 
first, and some desire to know how this 
can agree with the church being caught 
away first. It is all simplified by the 
truth of His coming to the air where His 
saints meet Him (I Thess. iv, 14-13) and 
then coming to the earth with all his 
saints (I Thess. iii, 13; Zech. xiv, 5: Jude 
• 14). The age is to end with great judg- 
ments, which will immediately precede 
His .-oniing in glory (Math, xxlv, 21, 22, 
20, 30), but before this great tribulation 
He will take His own to Himself, where, 
fely hid 
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31, 32. In this parable the present 
phase of the kingdom, the time of the 
mystery, Is cum pored to the least of 
seeds, which, instcod of becoming a great 
herb, becomes a great tree, with the 
birds of the air lodging in the branches.

83. This parable of the leaven is gen- 
erally used to show that the gospel, like 
leaven, is so working that the whole 
lamp, the world, will soon be leavened 
made cood, but this is a terrible perver- 
sion nf Scripture. Tliere is not one place 
In the Bible where leaven signifies any- 
thing good. It was excluded from the 
meat offering (Lev. ii. 11). which typi- 
fied our Lord in His pure nnd holy life. 
At Passover time no leaven was to be 
found in the house of an Israelite (Ex. 
xii, 19). Our Lord compared the evil 
teaching of the Pharisees and the 8ad- 
ducees to leaven (Math, xvl, 0-12). See 
also I Cor. v, C-8; Gal. v, 8, 0. In two 
cases Israel was commanded to offer

This truth Christ 
then illustrates In the potable of 'The 
Unmerciful Servant," which has been 
selected for our study. A king calls 
his servants to account One owed 
hlui 10.000 talents, a great sum, which 
he could not pay. The king therefore 
ordered him and his family to be sold 
to i»ay the debt. The servant lietrjcd 
humbly for more time, saying, "F 
patience wllh me, and 1 will pay thee 
all." The king, going further i 
than b« asked, generously forgave htM> 
Bat this servant went out and found 
one who owed hlui and brutally de- 
manded what was owed, and In tptte 
of his fellow servant's appeal he re- 
fused to have mercy, but had him cast 
Into prison. The king was told. He 
recalled his pardon and had the unmer- 
ciful servant delivered into the lumds 
of the tormentors until he conld poy. 

THE INTERPRETATION. 

The Interpretation of this parable la 
aslly made If we except one particular 
which must be borne in mind. The 
king Is God; men are his debtors. None 
t us can pay what we owe God. God 
ill forgive us only when we are wlll- 
tg to forgive our fellow men who 
have trespassed against us. The para- 
ble does not teach that God gives a 
pardon and then recoils It, as the king 
did. Christ slnfply means to 1 illustrate 
that unless we forgive God will not 
forgive us. The Illustration is human 
and hence Imperfect, but the one truth 
taught fs clearly evident 

THE APPLICATION. 

Two practical lessons may be drawn 
from this parable that will apply and 
enforce the topic. 

1. God is willing to have patience 
with us. The king bore most merclful- 

and generously with hts debtor, who 
could not pay. Ete graciously forgave 
him the debt, and In this he Is typical 
of God, Jn whose debt we are. God 



is willing to forgive us. lie aiwnyB 
deals patiently and mercifully with us. 
Did He not do so, we could no* stand 
for a single moment before Him. Let 
us appreciate God's mercy and patient 
endurance and thank Him for them. 

2. Since God has patience with us, 
we should have patience wtth our fel- 
low men. The generosity at the king 
In forgiving his servant a great debt 
should have made It a Joy tor him to 
have forgiven a fellow servant a much 
smaller debt. His action was base 
and nn grateful, and we applaud the 
king's action In recalling his pardon. 
He was unworthy of It. It had been 
misplaced. God makes no mistake*. 
He needs to recall no pardons. He 
sees the heart and knows whether we 
are willing to forgive men their tres- 
passes against us, and. If not, He will 
not yea, cannot forgive us. To be 
forgiven we must forgive.
